I take leave, on this occafion, to mention here, for Oratory, the 
two Tracts, that came abroad A. 1672. in 8^. ■viz. I. Reflexions 
upon the Eloquence of thefe Times, i. in general: 2. Of the Barr, 
and 3. of the Pulpit : Pretending to be a Tranflation out of 
French ^ but by the Addrefles, Conclufion, and often in the Body 
of the Traift, it appears to be a Free Application to our Engliih 
Eloquence. II. By the fame hand, A Comparifon between the Elo- 
queme of DEMOSTHENES- fl«^ CICERO; which (doubtlefs) 
was, as is acknowledged, really franflated out of French. Thofe 
Reflexions upon Eloquence, by a few Emendations at a fecond 
PvCVieWj may give m.uch Light to Oratory.
